QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Stretched Knee Ligaments 


Answer: You undoubtedly stretched the ligaments 
in vour knee joint as the result of your first fall. That 
is the reason your knee ligaments continue to get out 
of place so readily. There is not much that can be 
done for this condition except to carefully avoid strain- 
ing the knee in any wey so that the ligaments will not 
get out of place. If you can do this for two or three 
years, the ligaments will tend to go back to normal 
size. Each time you pull your knee out before getting the 
ligaments back to normal they will again be stretched. 
For this reason I would advise you to wear an athietic 
knee support and avoid exercises which might injure 
the knee. You should also reduce your weight to slight- 
ly below normal so as to aveid additional weight. The 
use of hot showers over the knee for 5 to 10 minutes, 
followed by cold showers for 5 minutes, will assist in 


toning up the tissues. This treaiment may be taken 
daily.

It has been determined that fresh 
eggs, mixed with separated milk, 
makes a well-nigh perfect diet for 
a calf. 

A beaten egg is added to the milk 
at each feeding, increasing until at 
one month calves receive from two 
to four eggs at a feeding. 

Anima!s partaking this menu are 
maid to be flourishing to a greater 
extent than those op a straight milk 
feed, while at the same time the 
farmer is enabled to convert a far 
larger quantity of milk production 
into butter and sell larger quantities 
of cream, 

The experiment is said to have or- 
iginated in the Magrath district and 
to have sapitte spread elsewhere.
